Response to Arguments 



1 . Applicants arguments filed 5/5/2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The applicant argues that the Corwith reference cannot be combined with the 
Havinis reference because the Corwith reference does not teach a mobile unit to 
automatically label information about a region near the mobile unit with the location of 
the mobile unit. Instead, the Corwith reference teaches the location determination 
occurring at a MTSO. The examiner understands the argument but however, the details 
of the claim are still broad enough that one can assume that location determination can 
occur at a mobile unit by way of the MTSO, which makes the Corwith reference valid. 
There needs to be more detail in the independent claims to state that the mobile unit 
can perform location determination without assistance from a second party.
